A STATEMENT issued by the 


group said, "In order to resolve 
the differences between the public 
power agencies in Nebraska, the 
rurals represented at this meet- 
ing

this 
action 
(Clema's 


resignation) must be taken to 
promote more harmony within 
the Nebraska public power setup. 
The group felt that the attain- 
ing of this harmony would tend 
to lead to lower power costs for 
all ultimate consumers of electric 
power in Nebraska." 


This action came at a meeting 


of the state REA board of direc- 
tors in Lincoln. Due to the ab- 
sence of a quorum, the action 
was not officially that of the state 
association. 


A SPOKESMAN said that the 


meeting was attended by 18 of the 
34 rural power districts included 


the state association. These 


18, he said, represent about 80 
per cent of the power bought by 
districts which are members pf 
the Nebraska REA. They also 
represent about 75 per cent of 
the customers served by mem- 
bers of the NREA, he added. 
The spokesman said the meet-

Clema's resignation, lacked a 
quorum bcausp of the storm and 
other reasons.

Race Case 
Draws High 
Court's Ire 


Warren Writes 
Of Discrimination 


WASHINGTON (/P)—The 
Su- 
preme Court has declared unani- 
mously that constitutional guar- 
antees on discrimination a r e 
broader than a two-class theory 
based on 
differences 
between 
whites and Negroes. 


It said different treatment can 
be based "on some reasonable 
classification" but gave no defi- 
nition as to what this might be. 


In an opinion by Chief Justice 
Warren, the high tribunal over- 
turned the murder conviction of 
a Mexican, Pete Hernandez, who 
complained that persons of Latin 
American blood are excluded 
from jury service in the Texas 
county where he was tried. 


Texas sought to have 
the 
court reject the appeal which 
contended Mexicans are not a 
separate race and that the jury 
•which convicted Hernandez "was 
composed o£ white men." 


"No discrimination against the 
white race or based on race or 
colors is shown," Texas argued 
before the tribunal. 


"It taxes our credulity,'1 War- 


ren said of the Texas defense ''to 
say that mere chance resulted in 
there being no member of inis 
class (persons of Mexican de- 
scent) among the over 6,000 jur- 
ors called in the past 25 years. 
The result bespeaks discrimina- 
tion, whether or not it was a 
conscious decision on the part 
of any individual jury commis- 
sioner." 


The court recessed until May 


17 without ruling on the contro- 
versial school segregation case. 
Education 
Head Finds 
Picture Grim 


NEW YORK (IP) — Samuel M. 
Brownell, fe'deral commissioner 
of education, painted a grim pic- 
ture of the shortage of classroom 
facilities and 
teachers in the 


public schools. He asked every 
citizen to face the responsibility 
of a long-term expansion of ed- 
ucational resources. 


In a speech before the Edu- 


cational Institute of the Air, 
Brownell 
disclosed 
that 
the 


shortage of public school class- 
rooms in the nation increases at 
a rate of 67,000 annually in spite 
of construction of 50,000 
new 


classrooms each year. He said 
the total classroom shortage for 
the country was 340,000. 


"The United States faces a 
long-term increase in population, 
and hence, a long-term need for 
expanded educational facilities," 
the commissioner said. "The se- 
curity and well-being of the na- 
tion require that citizens act 
promptly and effectively to im- 
prove education."

Tht Cynic's Corner 


And the Rains Came 


Nebraska's weather is well known for its 


changeability. And the moods of its people 
are geared to change in harmony with the 
variable performances of the elements. 


So it is lhat Nebraskans generally are a 


happy people today. They have just been 
blessed with the most beneficial deposit of 
moisture received in nearly two years. Rain 
and snow which began last week and ex- 
tended over the week end, bringing some 
benefit to every part of the state, fell in 
such a way as to do the most good and at 
probably the most desirable time in the year. 


Nebraska was fortunate also in escaping 


widespread damage from unseasonable cold 
along with the precipitation. This is not to 
minimize the 
harm 
suffered in isolated 


cases by fruit, gardens and possibly some 
alfalfa, and 1he damage done by hail in the 
Jefferson County area. But the benefits of 
the moisture far outweighed such damage 
as resulted. 


A significant aspect about the week end 


snow and rain was that virtually every drop, 
was absorbed by the thirsty soil. In every 
region runoff was reported as practically 
nil. This was credited to several factors: 


the slowness with which the rain fell, the 
fact that much ground had been worked in 
preparation for corn planting, ;he dry con- 
dition of the soil and, not least important, 
the increasing degree of consrvation prac- 
tices aimed at keeping water on the land 
whore it falls. 


An illustration of the profit in this pro- 


cedure was seen at the watershed dam south 
of Lincoln, which is the forerunner of a 
national program of pilot watershed projects. 
Nearly three inches of rain in the vicinity 
added practically no water to the reservoir 
behind the dam. The land being drained is 
nearly 
100 per cent under conservation 


treatment. 


Thanks to the powers that be and to their 


own systematic efforts, Nebraska farmers 
can indeed be joyful and look to brighter 
prospects.

FBI Takes 011 More Work 


As a reward for its achievements, pre- 


ventive and curative, the dogged persistent 
ever-vigilant Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion gels more tasks handed to it—tasks it 
carries on with minimum publicity and 
maximum success, without fanfare or per- 
sonal publicity. Any bouquets 
must be 


handed to J. Edgar Hoover, who indeed is 
largely responsible for making the Bureau 
what it is today, and who puts his stamp 
on every one of his men. They share the 
credit, but anonymously. 


The two-fold obligation of enforcing the 


nation's laws and protecting its internal se- 
curity is a challenge that never grows less, 
involving a struggle that can never end. No 
matter how fine a year's achievements look 
—as in the just issued report for fiscal 
1953, for instance—FBI cannot even stop 
for breath, let alone rest on its laurels. New 
techniques of investigation are continually 
being devised, old methods reviewed and 
updated. Add to these factors the conspicu- 
ous increase in crime in every recent year, 
and the growing difficulties of security work 


as the new enemy tries harder to operate 
undetected, and the picture becomes almost 
overwhelming. 


Increasingly stringent security measures 


adopted by the Communist party in the U.S. 
in an effort to escape detection are in them- 
selves a recognition of FBI's success in fer- 
reting them out. They also make detection 
harder, as outspoken Reds change their 
names, adopt new disguises and move from 
one locality to another. But the wider pub- 
lic knowledge of their aims and methods 
resulting from arrests and convictions is 
credited by Mr. Hoover as one of the potent 
weapons against them. 


Every newspaper reader or radio listener 


has noticed that FBI's famous listing of the 
ten most wanted fugitives has dropped and 
added names at a great rate in the past 
year. With help from the public, 46 fugi- 
tives were caught between March 1950, 
when the first list was published, through 
last June, and exactly half of these in fiscal 
1952, ending June 30. 


Get to Work on Time 


From the Des Moines Tribune: 
Nothing—absolutely nothing—is more im- 


portant than that you get to work on time in 
the morning. 
' This is why when you are driving down to 
work in the morning, you should keep a 
watchful eye on vehicles trying to edge 
into traffic from a side street. If you are 
not mighty alert, one of those cars will 
turn into the street in front of you and 
slow you down a bit. 


The correct thing to do, of course, is to 


speed up a bit when you can see that there 
are car trying to get off a side street. You're 
already BOing at the maximum legal speed, 
but if you just go a little faster you'll bluff 
the side street motorist. 
Always pretend 


that you don't see him. 
Then he'll think 


you're a reckless driver and won't try to edge 
in front of you. 


You should be especially on the alert for 


curbliners to see that they don't slow you 
down. Their drivers must be especially care- 
ful. They can't just hesitate for a stop sign 
as you do when you are in a hurry; they've 
got to come to a full slop. 
They've got 


to be careful about pullling into traffic, too. 
So don't weaken and think about the 40 or 
more people on that curbline who'd also 
like to get to work on time. That wouldn't 
help you to get to the office in time for cup 
of coffee before you begin work. 


The only other way we can think of that 


would enable you to observe common cour- 
tesy in driving to work \vould be to start 
from home one minute earlier than you do 
—but that certainly would be an unreason- 
able suggestion. We wouldn't think of of- 
fering you that advice. 


A Musical Milestone 


The sensationally impressive production 


of the Honegger symphonic psalm "King 
David" at the University of Nebraska is 
still a live topic, as it deserves to be. Chair- 
man David Foltz of the department of mu- 
sic took a chance when he chose this com- 
plex and demanding work for presentation 
by students, and the success with which he 
brought it off is a tribute to his energy, 
determination and persuasiveness. The par- 
ticipation of first rank artists as narrator 
and soloists contributed immensely, yet by 
no means overshadowed the achievement 
of the student chorus and orchestra. Others 
of the department faculty carried much re- 
sponsibility, notably Dr. Arthur Westbrook 
and Earl Jenkins, 
choral 
directors, and 


Emanuel Wishnow, orchestra conductor. But 
the project was first of all Chairman Foltz's, 
and will redound to his credit in a widen- 
ing area.

Indo-China Cease-Fire Possibilities 


GENEVA—If somebody can draw a line 
inside Indo-China that is militarily defen- 
sible and does not mean the entering wedge 
for an infiltration of the whole area by 
Communists, a cease-fire can be worked out 
at this conference. That is what President 
Eisenhower described as a "modus Vivendi, 
which is an old diplomatic phrase meaning 
a mode of living with a diagreeable and un- 
solvable situation. 
But the military men of the French high

found. If the diplomats want a military line 
submitted merely as a way out of their po- 
litical difficulties, it can be drawn. There 
isn't any use deceiving anybody, however, 
for such a truce line will become the ef- 
fective partition line, and ultimately can 
mean the acquisition of all Indo-China by 
the Communists. *

Like Korea 


The optimistic doctrine is being handed 
out in some quarters here 
that, while 
the cease-fire is in effect and discussions 
aie dragging along for a year or two as to 
a political conference to be held at some 
subsequent date, there will be an oppor- 
tunity to train local troops to safeguard the 
independence of the three new states. All 
this would mean that, like Korea, Inrio- 
China would have a truce line and the 
fighting would be over. 
But the moment the Communists find out 
that the allies here are ready to throw In 
the sponge at some designated truce line, 
the price will go up. The Communists will 
insist on a line even more advantageous to 
them, and the haggling here may go on for 
weeks on that point. 
Meanwhile, Secretary Dulles returned to 
Washington on Tuesday. The effect may be 
to speed up the conversations looking toward 
possible agreements because, if there is to be 
a long wrangle, the secretary would prefer 
to have his deputy here while he exercises 
freedom of action in giving from Washing- 
ton the necessary instructions to the Amer- 
ican delegation. *

Pay Lip Servica 


It has been evident for some time that 
the sole purpose of the Communists in com- 
ing to this conference was to try to make 
some kind of trade on the Indo-China sit- 
uation which would relieve Moscow of the 
Burden of military supply to Southeast 
Asia »nd yet achieve for them practical con- 
trol of the area. 
Jndglng by the public speeches made thus 
far, the Communists have not the slightest 
intention of Hftetlnt now to «ny plan for 


the unification of Korea, though they will 
pay lip service to the principle of unifica- 
tion. Their concept is to have elections of 
the kind they proposed for Germany, and 
the net effect of such a plan would be to 
acquire control of all Korea for the Com- 
munists. 
It was regrettable that Robert Casey, for- 
eign secretary of Australia, in his speech— 
which was really noncommittal on the 
Noith Korean Plan for a general election of 
all Korea—allowed himself to be placed m 
the position where the Communists could 
use his address as an argument that the 
Western Alliance was weakening in its at- 
titude toward a continuance of the South 
Korean Republic as the entity created by 
the United Nations. 
Any tendency here on the part of the 
Western Allies to accept, even by inference, 
the notion that the two parts of Korea can 
be combined by a general election with all 
outside "interference," as the Communists 
call any U.N. supervision of elections, pro- 
hibited is bound to stir up Syugman Rhee 
and complicate matters in Korea Itself. 
It is reminiscent of the "coalition" type 


of settlements which were supposed to pro- 
duce an independent Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia and resulted only in their complete 
subjugation by the Communists.

The envoys of the Western Allies are 
supposed'not to be naive but fully aware 
of the facts of Communist strategy. 
The 
American delegation analyzed the North 
Korean proposals and rejected them out 
of hand. 
The United States is opposed in prin- 


ciple to a partition of Indo-China but is 
prepared to express its views only after 
some concrete proposal is at hand. If such 
a proposal is unsatisfactory to America, yet 
is pressed by the French and they are pre- 
pared to surrender their influence in Indo- 
China by accepting a truce line that will in 
effect become a permanent partition, the 
United Stairs will express its dissenting 
views and then take a look at the \vholo 
European situation as well as the South- 
eastern Asian problem and decide its fu- 
ture course. 
The question to determine will be whether 


America has faithful allies who will stand 
up against the Communists when the chips 
arc down or whether France, for Instance, 
Is ready to accept permanent dismember- 
ment of free countries wherever Commu- 
nist aggresson has taken away territory not 
only In Asia but In Europe, particularly in 
Germany, This could mean some day a re* 
crudeseence of militarism In Germany b«- 
rausc the people there will never be satis- 
fied lo accept a divided country.

by the committee chairman, Sen. Smith of 
New Jersey, in opening the debate. He spoke 
of the desire of a number of senators to get 
the federal government out of the position 
of control over labor management relations 
and disputes as far as possible, consistent 
with the public welfare and the protection 
of the individual worker.

"It is my feeling," he told the Senate, 
"that we should try by degrees to pull the 
government out of these controversial stua- 
tions and challenge the two real principals— 
employers and employees—to get together 
and agree on what should be the rules gov- 
erning their relationship and covering sound 
principles of collective bargaining. I am con- 
vinced that If either side feels that it can 
fall back on government to support its cause, 
there will not be developed the spirit in col- 
lective bargaining that there should be, and 
politics "will inevitably creep in." 


While that is the spirit in which the 
measure has been offered, it would actually 
only to a small degree remove the federal 
government from the involvement in the 
handling of labor disputes to which it has 
long been committed, first in the Wagner 
Act and then in the Taft-Hartley act. The 
real controversy into which the Senate is 
plunging is not in the administration bill 
itself, but in two amendments that are be- 
ing offered.

The non-admininstration amendments in- 
troduce issues which are always good for 
prolonged controversy in the Senate. 
The 
states rights issue has been injected by Sen. 
Goldwater of Arizona who will get strong 
backing from the conservative wings of 
both parties. His amendment would reaf- 
firm the authority of the states to use their 
police powers to stop mass picketing, sec- 
ondary boycotts, picketing by 
strangers, 
picketing in the absence of a labor dispute, 
and would validate state laws requiring a 
vote to authorize a strike. 
Goldwater con- 
tends that the Taft-Hartley act gave the 
federal government jurisdiction over many 
labor problems formerly dealt with in state 
laws, and that a series of court decisions 
have subsequently made many of the state 
laws void.

purposes. 
The planning \ 
group would include scientists I 
of the four powers.

Maj. Gen. Leslie Groves to be ! 
appointed a member of the 1 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission. : 
The retired officer, who di- 
reeled the "Manhattan Project" 
that developed 
the first A- 
bomb in World War II, would 
replace 
Commissioner 
Eugene 
whose term expires June 30. 
Primary purpose of the proposed four- 
nation planning unit is to work out the 
technical details of the organization and 
operation of an international uranium bank. 
The group's recommendations will be sub- 
ject to the approval of each participating 
country. 


Secretary Dulles discussed this proposal 
at Geneva with the foreign ministers of 
Britain, France and Russia. 


The development is of the utmost sig- 
nificance. 
It is tangible evidence that 
progress is being made on the President's 
concept. 
As reported in this column last 
Tuesday, Ambassador Zaroubin returned to 
Moscow expressly to report on his series dl 
talks about the plan with Secretary Dulles.
